Husband Kills Crippled 
Wife and Himself. 


Tragic Deed Was Done at the 
Grave of the Woman’s First 
Husband --- Letter Showed

New York, September 4.—Charles A. 
Orlamunder, a musician 65 years old, 
shot his crippled wife dead tonight 
and then killed himself with the same 
revolver at the grave of the woman's 
first husband. 

The bodies were found in Hoboken 
cemetery in such a position that it is 
thought the wife must have been lean. 
ing forward on her crutches over the 
grave when her husband shot her. 
After she fell he evidently wiped the 
biood from her head, as a handker- 
chief, still wet with blood, was found 
in his coat pocket. 

At the sound of the two shots the 
superintendent of the cemetery hur- 
ried toward the direction of the re- 
ports.

A curt letter to an undertaker found 
in Mrs. Orlamunder’s handbag pointed 
to an agreement between wife and 
husband to die together. 

Orlamunder had married the widow 
of his empfoyer, the owner of a Jersey 
City beer garden, where for many 
years he had led the orchestra.

NEGROES WILL WAR 
ON CONSUMPTION 


Anti Tuberculosis Leagues 


Are Being Formed. 


Officers of the Marine Hospital 
Service Are Pushing the Mat- 
ter, and They Say the Ne- 
groes Are Responding. 


or ee ee eee 


Washington, September 4.—The or- 
ganization of a negro anti-tuberculosis 
league, is being continually urged by 
the officers of the public health and 
marine hospital service, and in many 
of the southern states it reported 
such leagues have been formed. 

The formation of local leagues in all 
the churches of the negro race, which 
will look after sick members and fur- 
nish information on consumpticn. how 
it should be treated and warded off, 
the preliminary step, say the govern- 
ment officials. The employment of a 
regular physician, who is to pass upon 
cases and otherwise aid in the work is 
advised, and a warning issued against 
the use of patent medicines. 

Thousands of deaths each year are 
attributed to lack of proper Sanitation, 
and it urged that special 
be given to this subject among 
negro race. 

The marine hospital service. however, 
announces that the municipal authort- 
ties reports that the negroes make no 
effort to keep their surroundings clean 
and sanitary, and that it useless to 
try to help them until learn to 
helo themselves. 

When the newroes have heen edu- 
cated to the fact that it is unhealthful 
to live in dark and damp rooms it 
nredicted they will refuse to live 
such conditions and that the 
will ecnstruct proper houses. 

One of the essentials In treatine con- 
sumption, it is pointed out, sanita- 
tion, and, after this, an abundance of 
fresh air and nourishing food. Outdoor 
life for consumptives is urged, and the 
suggestion is made that the leagues 
could aid the patients by supplying 
tents, sleeping bags, blankets, etc., 
in case the patient be very poor could 
see to it that he is supplied with proper 
food.

in a conspicuous place at Wesley 
chapel, where he had been an honored 
member for years. But the old gen- 
tleman refused to die, and still re- 
fuses. 

People passing in and out at this 
church for years have read the beaut!- 
ful epitaph, the date of his birth and 
the blank space to receive the date 
of his death when it did occur. Sum- 
mer after summer it has been expect- 
edthat the heat would take the odd 
man away, but he even now splits rails 
in August. Winter after winter it has 
been expected that pneumonia would 
take him off, but he hunts rabbits all 
day in the snow and eats roasted po- 
tatoes between meals night and dav. 
So the old gentlemen refusing to fur- 
nish a funéral. The bad boysof Wesley 
chapel put up flaming cards on four 
sides of his tomb. 

“For rent!” “For rent,” For rent,” 
“For rent.” This made Mr. Sprayberry 
so mad till the thousands he wold 
have spent for charity and his church 
will now be used in erecting a more 
imposing tomb. He contemplates 
building himself a $20,000 vault to 
take the place of the tombstone 
grown so familiar to people visiting 
Wesley chapel through the last fif- 
teen years—all becduse of that ¢Rent’”’ 
card. 

What Some Other Legislatures Did. 

It was related that one legislature 
away back spent much valuable time 
in defining by law whether it was 
“sop” or “gravy.” It seems. that 
“@ravy” is the legal name of. this 
“sop we Swipe our bread in. It was 
remembered that one legislature away 
back nag@ed at the railroads just as 
now, and passed a law requiring 
prominent sign-boards put up at every 
crossing reading “Look out for the 
Mngine when the whistle blows.” 
These signs were so ridiculed by trav- 
elers till all of Georgia became aware 
of how foolish the thing was, but they 
were never entirely abandoned till 
during the war. 

“The Old Gum Spring.’’ 

From the porch of the captain’s 
house may be noticed a clump of trees 
from where flows the waters of the 
‘old gum spring,” the favorite place 
along the old stage lines for travelers 
to eat their noon lunch. This spring is 
now owned by the Druid Hill syndi- 
cate, and has been injured some by 
too much fixing, but it is still the best 
water in 20 miles of Atlanta, and is 
well worth a trip out to taste. The 
spring is not now on the “big” road, 
but the signs of the old stage road are 
still there, and rocks and mounds 
where rested the weary traveler at 
noon are still under the trees that 
sheltered Mr. Roosvelt when he passed 
on to Roswell and _ returned, going 
to New York with his bride from 
Georgia to give to the world the now- 
famous and much-esteemed Theodore. 
A great beech tree once stood by this 
spring, covered by names cut into the 
bark, among which was Roosevelt, 
Poue, the author of “Home, Swett 
Home,” Longstreet, and many others. 
Nelson's ferry road, Montgomery ferrv 
road, Pace’s ferry road and the shal- 
low ford road used to lunch their stage 
passengers at this spring. Mr. Wash 
Collier was a stage driver in those 
days, and it was he who handled the 
line# over eight fine bays that pulled 
Roosevelt and bride from Roswell on 
the way to the north. 

So it goes. These old men have seen 
the day when they could step out any 
morning and Kill a deer or a turkey for 
dinner, and so there was no to do over 
the fine turkey that Captain Guess fur- 
nished—the dinner only lacked squirrel 
meat as they used to have it. that 
was all. 


If vou want to have a good time, 
get invited to a dinner for old men 
only. It beats a gathering of young 
people. 

Captain FE. H. Guess, the oldest liv- 
ing man born in DeKalb county, #av© 
auch a dinner last week and we were 
fortunate enough to be there. Captain 
Guess is only seventy-nine (79), but 
he was born in our county and has 
never lived anywhere else. Mr. Simp- 
king is 92, but he was not born here. 
Mr. Bill Spravberry is 89, but he was 
not born here. Several are older than 
Captain Guess, but they have not the 
distinction of being born in DeKalb 
county. 

A Graveyard on Peachtree. 

Captain Guess drove ox teams to At- 
jianta more than sixty years ago, and 
he, and all the rest, like the best and 
remember the most about those yvears 
of the past. Because it was associated 
with a great joke perpetrated upon 
him when a boy, the captain told of 
the graveyards as they used to be. Be- 
fore Oakland was established all the 
burying was done out Peachtree, there 
having been as many as three grave- 
yards out this street, and at the last 
one of these is where the joke was 
perpetrated. The joke was not much to 
brag on, but it seemed strange to me 
that the most fashionable part of the 
city, where mansions now stand and 
such gayeties prevail should have at 
one time been a “city of the dead,” and 
so lonely as to be a terror to a boy 
fraid of “hants.’ But so it was, ac- 
ording to these old men, and so it re- 
1ained up to the time of opening up 
Oakland. 

The First Hanging in Fulton. 

Things of before the war is what 
is mostly discussed by such a company 
of old men, and nothing much later 
than “during” is talked about by such 
a crowd. In connection with the cap- 
tain’s scare at the graveyard the first 
man hung in Fulton county was dis- 
cussed, the victim having been one of 
the perpetrators of the scare. Radford 
J. Crockett was the name of this man, 
and at this time he lived across not 
more than two miles from where Cap- 
tain Guess now resides. All the men 
in this unfortunate murder—Crockett, 
Jones and Cobb—were residents of this 
county.

The First Camp of Cenfederates. 

Captain Guess was among the men 
to establish the first camp of confed- 
erates anywhere around Atlanta. That 
camp was near the creek at Mason's 
old mill, where, I expect, Atlanta’s 
present chairman of the police commis- 

_gion was born. Near this camp, at the 
end of the bridge over Peachtree, there 
grew a tree, a Columbia poplar, that 
eame from a riding switch stuck in 
the ground thers in 1823. Mrs. Steele, 
the grandmother of our present school 
commissioner, brought a switch from a 
poplar in South Carolina, with which 
she rode ail the way to Georgia. 

The spot here where the poplar 
flourished was the last camping place 
of the Steeles before taking up their 
residence. Mrs. Steele stuck her riding 
switch in the ground, as had been her 
custom at other camps, and leaving it, 
here it grew to a height greater than 
all the trees around it. While the 
confederates were waiting here the la- 
dies of our county and Atlanta  pre- 
senteq them with a fiag, the first 
confederate flag known in DeKalb 
“ounty. The height of the poplar men- 
tioned suggested that this flag be 
placed at its top. So it was accom-

‘Mrs. Perey V. Pennybacker and Mrs. 
John B. Goodhue, of Texas, sailed on 
the “Slavonia” for a long sojourn 
abroad. Mrs. Goodhue has written of 


their shipwreck off the coast of Portu- | 


gal. 

“You, of course, have read accounts 
of ‘the Slevonia’s’ deathblow and our 
timely rescue, but it would take weeks 
to tell of all our trials. Mrs. Penny- 
backer has stood the ordeal splendidly, 
although ill for a few days after our 
transfer. Our ship struck on a mass. 
of rocks and began to fill rapidly. Be- 
fore the engine had stopped I was out 
of bed, and in a few minutes dressed. 
Although the ship was struck about 
2:30 a. m. it was morning before we 
were taken off.do shore by Portuguese 
natives who came to our help. The 
rain and fog had ceased and the qun 
came out to view the havoc wrought. 
We were landed on the island of Flores, 
at a small town named Largen. Mrs. 
Pennybacker and our party went to a 
hut belonging to poor natives, who 
were most kind to us. We finally 
heard that the wireless had succeeded 
in getting aid, and ‘The Princess 
Irene’ was the boat we were trans- 
ferred to. We, of course, lost all our 
baggdge except our stateroom belong- 
ings, but are of a cheerful mind, and 
will continue our journey as planned.”

Suffragist Lecture in Tent. 

Three o'clock found us presenting 
tickets at the door of Marble house 
for admisison to Mrs. Oliver Belmont’'s 
palace, and to the sufffragist lecture 
to be given in the tent pitched on the 
rear lawn, facing seaward. 

As we entered the grand hallway 
we left America and the twentieth 
century for France, and that period 
when Louis XIV, through a long reign 
of splendor and extravagance, pre- 
pared the way for that deluge he pre- 
dicted with clear sight, yet selfishly 
made no efort to avert. 

The Louls XIV drawing room is one 
dazzling mass of gold. save for an 
original Tinlorello in the center of 
the ceiling, whence hangs the gilded 
chandelier, an exact reproduction of 
one at Versailles. — 

On the floor was an original Louis 
XIV rug, With his coaat-of-arrms and 
that of France inwoven, and valued at 
$1! 30,000. 

The Gothic Museum. 

Out of this golden magnificent we 
entered the gothic museum, its stained 
glass windows taken from cathedrals 
of Europe, and the. room filled with art 
treasures of the old world. 

The dining room was another vision 
f palatial grandeur. Over the mantel 
hung a portrait of Louis done by his 
favorite artist, while just above the 
sideboard, with its magnificent silver 
service. was a portrait of Louis XV. 

Notable Suffragisis Meeting. 

In the midst of all this foreign glory 
a touch of American life was given by 
the elegantly-attired women moving 
through these rooms. It was evident 
that Newport's four hundred had as- 
sembled in goodly numbers to attend 
the suffragist meeting. Women had 
come from other points just as we 
had come, and among my pleasant sur- 
prises was a cordial greeting from one 
of my own daughters, Mrs. Electra 
Tyler de Loach, of Miilen, We had 
passed through the hall rooms and 
were standing upon the landing of the 
grand stairway when a woman passed 
slightly lame, as it seemed, and hold- 
ing to that stairway, made of gun 


metal and solid bronze. She was 
simply but handsomely gowned. Her 
gray hair, in graceful pompadour, 


crowned a broad and noble .brow. I 
recognized her as Dr, Anna Howard 
Shaw. This woman of the twentieth 
century was slowly making her way 
out of the gilded glories of Louis XIV 
and on to that seaward-facing lawn. 

A Gimpse of Jutia Ward Howe. 
»As Dr. Shaw passed down and out of 
the hall we spied a very old lady seat- 
ed in a roller chair, well attended, and 
also passing out of this Louls XIV pal. 
ace. She wore a silk sunbonnet and 
some sort of queer silk wrap. A thin 
hand rested on the arm of the chair, 
and while I could not see. the face be- 
neath that bonnet, I knew instantly 
that Mrs. Julia Ward Howe was on 
her way to the suffragist tent.

The New Streets of Pekin. 


Within the past five years, tne 
streets of Pekin have been remade. 
The main avenues have been divided 
up into sidewalks and roadways.| 
Granite gutters now run along on each 
side the main streets, and trees have 
been planted throughout the whoie 
city. The roadways have been leveled 
and built up with macadam, so that 
they are as solid as those of any street 
in Japan. The material used was 
stone, broken by hand into bits of va- 
rious sizes. A deep roadbed was dug 
and the larger pieces fitted in like 
mosaic. Then the smaller bits were 
laid together in the same way on top, 
layer after layer being placed until the 
right level was reached. A steam roll- 
er then crushed the stones fine and 
the roads thus made are perfectly 
firm. 

The Pekin streets are clean. When 
I was last here they were covered 
with filth. The city had no sanitary 
conveniences and one had to pick his 
way everywhere. The streets were not 
watered, and in the summer the dust 
frequently obscured the town like a 
fog. Today Pekin is putting in wa- 
terworks. and pending this creation, is 
sprinkled hy men who fetch the wa- 
ter from in tubs from wells to the cen- 
ter of each block and then spread it 
over the roads with cippers of bas- 
ketwork, to which are attacheg long

However this may be, no real light 
was furnished until the new Pekin 
was created. Today the city looks 
most beautiful at night. Its long, wide 
etreets shine with incandescent globes. 
There are thousands of lights about 
the gates of the palaces and on those 
which go through the walls. There are 
many street lamps, and one can find 
his way amywhere at any hour of the 
evening. The new electric light plant 
stands close to the wall of the Tartar 
city, and its smokestack is yisible for 
miles over the country. In addition 
there is a plant which lights the pal- 
ace, end fcr obvious reasons the le- 
gation city has a plant of its own. 

The New Government Buildings. 

The Chinese government is just be- 
ginning to erect office structures in ac- 
cord with fhe new civilization. It has 
already built many schools of modern 
architecture; and it has just completed 
a large office building for the Wai Wu 
Pu, or the board of foreign affairs. 
This is the best office building I have 
seen in eastern Asia, and is by far the 
finest of the Chinese capital. It is right 
next to the old Tsung Li Yamen, on the 
Bround where stood the old mint wich 
vas established forty-two years before 
our world was discovered and which 
was coining money for the government 
up until the year 1900. 

The new building and its grounds 
cover seven acres; and the building 
itself one-fourth of an acre, not includ- 
ing the large offices for clerks ag@ the 
back, The Wai Wu Pu is a great struc- 
ture of two stories, built of gray bricks.

To accomplish this result the Atlanta 
Automobile Association will have to 
epénd just exactly $1,000 more per day 
for the fifteen days gained. In other 
words, it will cost $15,000 to gain this 
additional time. 

At a meeting of the board of direc- 
tors it was decided to put enough men 
and teams to work to make a gain of 
fifteen days and devote the time be- 
tween the completion of the course and 
the opening of the races to trial for 
records. 

This means that Ralph De Palma, 
Barney Oldfield and other world ce- 
lebrities will be at the Speedway fullya 
month before the big events, making 
dashes to break their former records. 
At the rate of speed Oldfield hag re- 
cently been flying around automobile 
courses he has evidently started out 
to keep some one busy. 

The building of such a Speedway as 
Atlanta is to have is an undertaking 
of immense proportions, and there is 


work. 

Three steam shovels that move thres 
yards of dirt each per minute they 
are in operationo night and day with- 
out a stop. One of these, a giant among 
his fellows, has been given the task of 
eating its way through two miles of 
territory. The big machine has been 
kept industriously at work for days 
and through what seemed at first a 
hopeless undertaking there now gleams 
the light of succesa, 

The grand stand is rapidly assuming 
shape. Enough of tbe frame work has 
been put in to give an idea of what 
the entire struoture will look like 
when completed. The main portion of 
this building is given the protection of 
a natura] bank that slopes down twen- 
ty feet from the first seats. 

One of the prettiest parts of the 
grounds is to be given over to the pho- 
tographers who will be In Atlenta dur- 
ing the meet. 

Photographers are expected to come 
from every prominent city in the coun- 
try. They will find excellent accom- 
modations awaiting them at the Speed- 


way. A pretty three-room cottage has 
been set apart for their exclusive use. 
There will be everything in this lit- 
tle building that the picture men will 
need to facilitate their work. 

At the opposite end of the grounds is 
a building everyone is hoping will not 
be used. It ig the hospital. Here those 
who have the misfortune to receive in- 
juries on the track will be taken. There 
will be everything in this building to 
alleviate the suffering. 

Contracts for twenty-five buildings 
additiona] have been let and work will 
start on them just as soon as the lum- 
ber has been cut. 

These buildings are to be for the use 
of persons having automobiles entered 
in the races. This will enable the as- 
sociation to care for about 100 of the 
racers that will be at the Speedway. It 
is thought there will be at least 150 
machines entered for the various com- 
petitions. 

One of the best features of the 
Speedway is to be the underpass. This 
will be arranged so that all machines 
will enter the grounds under the racing 
course and not over it. By doing this 


all danger of accidents on the course 
from machines entering or leaving the 
paddock will be removed. The machines 
will enter the grounds from the high- 
way and go under the course. They 
will leave by the same route. 

This wil) permit persons in the en- 
closure to leave at any time they may 
select and they-will not have to wait 
until the races have been finished. 

There will be room enough in the 
private grounds around the club house 
for 600 machines. This space will be 
reserved for members of the assocla- 
tion, who will be given the privilege 
of parking machines there. 

Great headway is being made on the 
surface of the track. The gravel is ar- 
riving at the rate of twenty cars a day 
and is being placed on the course 4s 
rapidly as possible. After men have 
spread the gravel it is rolled and, be- 
fore completed, olled. The asphalt in 
the oil aids in making a firm, but pll- 
able, surface. 

This is one of the most interesting 
as well as one of the most important 


features in connection with the con- 
struction of a speedway.

cians are to write in detail all facts presented by such cases of pellagra as 
conre under their observation, havé been sent by the board to doctors all 
over the state. 

From a study of the facts presented by each case, accompanied by the 
deductions of the attending physicians, it is hoped to arrive at more definite 
knowledge of its causes, from which only can be found proper and effective 
methods of treatment and, possibly, of prevention. 

This method promises at least a grouping of all the facts presented by 
all cases coming under observation throughout that state, from which, it 
is possible, important and valuable deductions may be made. 

It is a method which the health department of the United States and 
of every other state in which the disease exists can and should put into 
immediate practice, for the wider the range of study of manifestation, cause 
and effect; through which comparisons and deductions may be made, the 
greater will be the probability of reaching the solution which is necessary 
to checking the ravages of the disease. 

Practically unknown in ‘this country until the last few years, pellagra 
has: suddenly sprung into vitality which is taking an alarming toll of 
human life. 

What it may do in another two or three years, unless checked, is a mat- 
ter only of conjecture, at which consideration of its present death list »vrings 
a shudder of horror. : 

The work must be speedy to be effective. 

It is a work preeminently for national and state voards of health in co- 
operation with all members of the medical profession ni) whose obserya- 
tion there may come a single case. 

Alabama has begun the work on the right line; it is to be hoped the 
results will prove a valuable contribution to*the worlc’s store of medical 
knowledge.

case which has set all Birmingham 
talking. The sensational shooting and 
the equally sensational sequences have 
been practically the sole topic of con- 
versation. 

The story begins with a bedside 
scene at midnight. when Mrs. William 
C. MoIntyre. a mother of four children, 


warned by her physician that her life: 


is in danger, confesses that her suffer- 
ing is caused by a criminal operation 
performed by Dr. P. L. Hagler. At the 
confession were MolIntyre and J. C. 
Spent. of Atlanta. father of the @oman. 
Mrs. McIntyre, sobbing, declared she 
had gone to Dr. Hagter last June and 
had him perform for her a: criminal 
operation. She declared she was urged 
to this course by Mrs. Sallie Wheeler, 
a neighbor. Following the Operation, 
serious complications set in, and ever 
Since that day.she has been confined 
to her sick bed, slowly wasting away. 
Todav little hope is held out for’ her 
recovery. 
Rushes to Doctor’s House. 

When the anguished husband heard 
the pitiful recital. he rushed to the 
door with. the’ intent of finding Dr. 
Hagler ati once,.-but was restrained by 
others in the, house. Until daylight he 
paced his :room and when dawn came 
he left the “house unobserved and went 
to the Hagler home. To his ring Dr. 
Hagler appeared, partially clothed, and 
at once McIntyre opened fire. Dr. 
Hagler grappled with the man and in 
a desperate struggle. succeeded in tak- 
ing the pistol from his hands. Mce- 
Intvre. howeyer. drew a second pistol 
and fired again, the bullet taking effect 
in Dr. Hagier’s groin. 

In the meantime Mrs. Hagler hada 
rushed from her room in her night 
dress and threw herself between the 
combatants. When Hagler was wound- 


‘ed she shielded his body with her own

“The Baltimore and Ohio !s not op- 
posed fo the creation in Maryland of a 
public utilities commission. On the 
contrary,., it favors such a commission, 
provided its make-up is with an ade- 
quate. appreciation of the importance 
of the matters upon wh®ch it would 
pass. * . 

“The interests at stake are too big, 
involve too deeply material welfare 
of communities to constitute the 
commission on a political basis.

Forrest Cris 
Article of Interest to 
Fruit Growers. 


Apropos of the meeting here on Sep- 
tember 8 of the trustees and executive 
committee of the Georgia Fruit Ex- 
change, Forrest Crissey’s article on 
“Cooperation Close to the Soil’ in the 
September Everybody's, in which he 
tells of the exchange, will interest 
growers generally. Mr. Crissey says in 
part: 

“Now, as to the. very latest develop- 
ment of organization among growers, 
probably no association in America is 
more typical of up-to-date methods in 


cooperative tendencies than the Geor- 


gia Fruit Exchange. Its membership 
is made up of. both large and small 
growers. Last year the orchard slopes 
of Georgia yielded 6,000 cars of lius- 
cious, red-cheeked fruit. There was 


‘no coopérative communitv of interest 


among them, no organization or even 
cohesion, Here and there a local asso- 
ciation of growers maintained a semb- 
lance of organisation life—but it had 
scant vitality. 

“The keen generals of the big and of 
the lesser markets saw the situation 
and knew that a ‘Slaughter’ was at 
hand. About the 10th of July, 1908, 
209 cars of peaches reached the New 
York market, and more than a hundred 
fruit cars came.in the next day. Two 
hings happened. Perhaps 150 cars sold 
or barely enough to pay transporta- 
ion charges, and tong_of peaches were 

mped into the bay by order of the 
New York board of health. . 

“It was the harvest for the buyer 
and the speculator. He picked up the 
choicest. fruit by the carload-—-in meat 
instances for just enough to pay trans- 
pertation charges from Georgia—re- 
shipped them to- his own market and 
In these 


amaller markets, remote from New 


York, they were short of peaches, and | 


eager to pav good prices for them, But 
this the distant grower did not know.” 
Mr. Crissey then tells of the pledg- 
ing of over 90 per cent of the growers 
to the exchange. Then he adds: : 
“Some unfeeling critics have sug- 
gested that this bears a strong re- 
semblance to a -peach trust... Those 
northern commission merchants whose 
houses have been overlooked by the ex- 


change in its selling arrangements. are ; 


grieved at this monopolistic tendency 
of the Georgia growers. But the fed- 
eral government has nat yet ordered 
ah investigation, and the state of Geor- 
gia. officially speaking, will overlook 
all technicalities and hold a harvest 
home festival if the scheme will only 
work half as effectively as the critics 
insinuate. 

“The bi~. the distinctive thing, in 
this latest type of gtowers’ organiza- 
tion is not the lan for protecting its 
members against fraud, or its interna] 
machinery for keenring its membership 
ih line and standing together, but its 
broad and intelligent scheme for col- 
lecting and classifying the information 


ment of the crop to various markets, 
from day to day, when the rush of the 
shipping season is greatest.” 

Mr. Crissey explains the exchange’s 
method of sending cars to Cincinnati 
if western markets are wanted, and to 
Potomac Yards for eastern markets; 
the appointment of inspectors at icing 
points, and the selection of a limited 
number of commission houses.

| Frankfort, Ky., September 4.—In 
one of the fiercest riots ever known in 
this city between militiamen and 
civilians tonight, Sergeant Ingram 
Tate. of Somerset, Ky., a member of 
company G, Kentucky state guard, 
and *Jeff Cook, a civilian, were killed, 
while William Nichols, Joe Conway 
and Alex McNally were fatally shot.

Huddleston stated 
yesterday to representatives of the 
press that he had decided to take the 
bond matter up at once and that the 
election would be called some time in 
the middle of November. He believed 
this would meet with the indorsement 
and approval of the bond commission. 
Before leaving the city Mayor Mad- 
dox said he would like to have all the 
details of the bond election arranged 
by the time he returned. 
“There will be no better time to 
hold the bond election,” stated the 
mayor pro tem. “than in November. 
That is about as early as we can get 
ready for it. If left to me, I would 
have it held tomorrow. ere we are 
confonted with a crying need for more 
and better sewers; the public schools 
cannot take care of the children who 
will apply this year for admission, and 
some of the old school buildings are a 
disgrace to civilization, and we must 
have more equipment for the water- 
works department, and we must lay as 
scen @s possible water pipes so the

homes of taxpayers are without water, 
and they must have it, both for their

COOK’S STORY, IS ABSURD, 
SAYS ADMIRAL MELVILLE 


Philadelphia, Pa., September 4. 
Rear Admiral George W. Mell- 
ville, when seen tonight regard- 
ing Dr. Cook’s« claim to the dis- 
covery of the North Pole, said 
he was still unconvinced that 
the goal of all Arctic explorers 
has been finally reached. He ad- 
mits, however, that the inter- 
view obtained from Dr. Cook in 
Copenhagen presented the ex- 
plorer’s claims in a more con- 
vincing light than did Cook's 
original story. 

“Il am surprised to see,’ con- 
cluded the admiral, “such an ab- 
surd statement that Dr. Cook 
buried a brass tube in a fleld of 
moving ice as proof of the fact 
that he had discovered. the 
North Pole. He might as well 
have thrown it into the Atlan- 
tic ocean.” 
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Copenhagen, September 4.—Dr. Fred- 
erick A, Cook stepped from the steam- 


er Hans Egede, in Copenhagen harbar, 
on the arm of the Crown Prince of 
10 o'clock this morning, 
unshorn and looking like a sallor be- 
fore the mast. He sat Gown to dinner at 
8 o'clock this evening in the citv hall, 
the guest of a brilliant company of 
the capital's most distinguished men 
and women arrayed in evenine dress 
provided by the kine’s tallor. 

The hours between these events were 
the busiest of his life. Polar explora- 
tion never afforded anything half se 
crowded with variety and excitement. 
There were hours of speech-making,

Cook elsewhere, he has impressed all 
who talked with him here as a modest, 
frank and able man. 

DENMARK EXPLORERS FIRST 

TO INDORSE COOK’S CLAIMS 

Danish explorers—and Denmark is 
the home of Arctic ploneers—were the 
first to indorse Cook’s claims to the 
discovery of the Pole and his methods 
of getting to the goal. Their opinions 
were based primarily on a general 
knowledge of Dr. Cook’s character and 
former achievements. Only after con- 
sulting them confidentially and re- 
ceiving the fullest pronouncement of 
their belief in the genuineness of 
Cook’s feat did the Sanish govern- 
ment give its official seal by today's 
reception to Dr. Cook’s good faith. 

The banquet tonight was held in the 
magnificent municipal building. Four 
hundred persons; many of them ladies, 
attended, while thousands congregat- 
ed in the streets in a drenching rain- 
storm to catch sight of the explorer 
when he entered.

MAP SHOWING PROBABLE ROUTE TO GOAL 
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first. thought after reading of Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook's discoverey of the 
North Pole was one of sympathy for 
Robert E. Peary, that other intrepid 
American, who has devoted nearly all 
his life to the same undertaking and 
is now somewhere within the myste- 
rious Arctic circle, groping for the 
goal of fame. Dr. Cook got his first 
taste of Arctic life while with Peary 
on the Polar expedition of 1891-2. He 
was surgeon of that exploration 


Doubtless nearly every American’sparty, and formed a definite plan then 
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by which he believed the Pole could 
be reached. While in Alaska and the 
Antarctic seas in later years he con- 
tinually kept the idea of conquering 
the Pole in his mind and gave the 
problem much study. He fortunately 
fell in with John R. Bradley, a 
wealthy New York hunter of big 
game, and they quietly planned _ to 
give Peary a race for the Pole. They 
left New York on July 4, 1907, in a 


fishing schooner that Mr. Bradley fit- 
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ted out for a hunting trip in the 
Arctics. The hunting over, Bradley 
returned to New York, and Dr. Cook 
started for the Pole across Ellesmere 
Land to the Polar sea by way of Han- 
sen strait. The last word received 
from him was in March, 1908, when he 
was at a point north of Cape Hubbard 
and approximately 560 miles from the 
pole. It was predicted at that time by 
such Arctic experts as Fiala that Dr. 
Cook would either lose his life or 
plant the Stars and Stripes at the 
northernmost spot on earth. 


Egan sat at Dr. Cook’s right with the 
mayor of Copenhagen and Miss Egan 
beyond. 

Mrs. Gamel, a wealthy Copenhagen 
lady, who has contributed exténsively 
to Arctic exploration, was at the 
chairman's left. The menu was an 
example of enterprise with a litho- 
graph of the crown prince greeting 
Dr. Cook and a map of the Arctic 
circle, giving Dr. Cook's route and a 


souvenir he gave Miss Egan. 

The speeches teemed with compli- 
ments to Dr. Cook. 

The mayor of Copenhagen said that 
the name was on@ge more enrolled 
among the great explorers.

I think Rasmussen 
hag obtained some information regard- 
ing my expeditions from the Eskimos 
who have learned it from the two with 
me. Rasmussen was there much 
later, and his information wil] be pub- 
lished shortly, possibly tomorrow. 

DR. COOK DOES NOT CLAIM

“Concerning the ice around thé Pole, 
so far as I could see, it was slightly 
more active there than at one or two 
degrees south. It drifted some what 

re to the south and east. Its, general 
character ig not very different from 
that at other places. We stayed 
around the Pole for two days, making 
many Observations. I do not claim to 
have put my finger on the exact spot; 
I do not claim .to have put my foot on 
it, but personally I think we have been 
at the spot. When the observations 
have been figured out again, it is pos- 
sible that there will be found slight 
errors and difference, but I am certain 
thas a gunshot fired from where we 
were would have passed over the Pole. 

“We planted the Stars and Stripes 
at what we believed to be the 
Pole, but didn’t leave the flag 
with a staff.

EXPLANATION MADE BY COOK 
REGARDING HIS GREAT SPEED 

Questioned regarding his great speed, 
Dr. Cook said: 

“The daily distance covered on the 
northwest trip was slightly less than 
fifteen miles; on the southward trip 
it was 10 miles. This is not an ab- 
normal distance for Eskimos on the 
ice. They often travel fifty or sixty 
miles with dogs. One of the greatest 
advantages of our trip was that Il 
did not take a famine route. We had 
game for a long time, perhaps for a 
hundred miles. We fed our dogs well 
throughout the winter in Greenland, 
and ran them 400 miles, giving them 
fresh meat every day. Thus we 
brought them to the polar sea fat and 
well. We had the best men and the 
best dogs. 

“We lived entirely on dried meat 
and beef tallow, reducing the food 
problem to a science. The last trace 
of animals we saw was a bear track at 
83 degrees. Afterwards we did not see 
life even in the water, except Algae. 
The drift of the ice during the entire 
southern trip was slightly south of 
east; the direction of the wind was 
generally south of west. We found 
several of Sverdrup's old camps. The 
reason we utilized silk tents on some 
occasions was that we were so éx- 
hausted that we had not strength to 
build a snow shed. We had -earefully 
figured and planned everything, 680 
that there was no surplus weight to 
carry. We did not run short except 
when we went astray. 


ALL KINDS OF MEAT EATEN 
DURING DASH TO JHE POLE 

“During the expedition we ate all 
kinds of meat. I like musk ox best, 
would eat bear or fox if the 
other was not obtainable. Everything 
tastes good when one is starving. We 
brought ten dogs back with us, the 
others having been eaten by their 
companions. We used the lasso, traps 
and bows-and arrows to catch game. 
It took two months to learn how to 
trap a moose. One of the men shot an 
eider duck with arrows.” 

Dr. Cook concluded his observations 
with a reference to the kind way he 
had been treated by the king, who was 
greatly interested in his adventures. 
He stated that be is going to New 
York as soon as possible. He will re- 
main here for a few days, and then 
will proceed to Brussels, where he is 
a member of the Polar Club. He as- 
sured his hearers that he did not want

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‘DANISH EXPLORER 
SAYS COOK REACHED POLE 


Copenhagen, September 4.—Commo- 
dore Hovgaard, the commander of the 
royal yachts, and one of the foremost 
of Denmark’s Arctic explorers, had an 
opportunity today of examining Dr. 
Cook's journals. Later he said: 

“I noticed certain discrepancies and 
inaccuracies in the newspaper reports 
of the expedition, but a long conversa- 
tion with Dr. Cook goon convinced me 
that his statements are absolutely re- 
His replies to my questions 
were clear and precise, and left no 
doubt in my mind. 

“I did not have sufficient time to 
read the diary, but from my brief in- 
spection thereof, I obtained the firm 
impression that the doctor’s claim of 
having reached the North Pole ig cor- 
rect. 

“Naturally, I cannot place.the of- 
ficial seal of acceptance on Dr. Cook's 
achievement; that ig for the head of his 
country to do. Dr. Cook has cabled 
the president of the United States. We 


are now awaiting Mr. Taft's reply, and 
we hope it will express official recog- 
nition.” 

Daugaard Jensen, the Danish tnspec- 
tor of North Greenland, and the highest 
official of that region, who spent two 
months in the company of Dr. Cook, is 
absolutely satisfied regarding the relia- 
bility of Dr. Cook’s statement that he 
reached the North Pole. Apart from 
his own observations, Inspector Jen- 
sen conferred with the Danish polar 
explorer, Knud Rasmussen, who obtain- 
ed from the Cape York Eskimos a de- 
scription of Dr. Cook’s journey. 

Rasmussen ig the only European who 
fully understands the language of the 
Cape York Eskimos, from among 
whom Dr. Cook’s companions of his ex- 
pedition were selected. Rasmussen 
told Jensen that the stories of these 
Eskimos confirmed Dr. Cook in all the 
external details of his narration. They 
corroborated the statement that the 
journey ended quite voluntarily, no ice 
or other obstacles preventing {ts con- 
tinuance. 


DR. COOK SEES NO REASON 
FOR DOUBTING HIS WORD 


Paris, September 5.—The Matin pub- 
lishes a statement signed by Dr. Cook, 
in which the explorer, after reviewing 
the conditions under which he made 
his expedition, says:

Inspector W. J. Flanders, of 
penitentiary department, left 
yesterday for Wilcox county to take 
into custody Archie McDuffy, a white 
convict, who was paroled by former 
Governor ‘Smith in April, and whose 
conduct since that time has been such 
as demand his reimprisonment. 

McDuffy was sent to the penitertlary 
from Wilcox county for a ten years’ 
term for voluntary manslaughter. After 
serving a little more than four years 
of that time he was granted a parole, 
being vouched for by Attorney D. B. 
Nicholson, of Rochelle. 

A few days ago at Pineview, a smail 
town in that county, he got into a row 
as a result, it is said, of too much 
liquor, and a considerable disturbance 
was created. According to report pis- 
tols were drawn, and but for interfer- 
ence there might have been fatalities. 

Mayor McLeod, of Pineview, com- 
plained to Governor Brown, who at 
once referred his telegram to the prison 
commission with a request for prompt 
action. 

An investigation of the case satisfied 
the commission that there was suffi- 
cient ground for taking McDuffy into 
custody, and returning him to the pen- 
itentiary where he will have to serve 
the remainder of his ten years’ sen- 
tence. 

This is the first case in which a 
paroled convict has been returned to 
the penitentiary since the law govern- 
ing paroles went into effect nearly a 
year ago. 

McDuffy loses all his credit for good 
conduct, and will have to begin at the 
bottom again. He will have to serve 
at least two years more, with the best 
of good conduct, before he can even 
hope for another parole, and it may 
be longer.

Kvery member of 
the general committee has worked 
hand in hand with each member of the 
subcommittees to make Monday a gala 
day in Atlanta’s labor history. That 
day—the first Monday in each Sep- 
tember—the unionized working man 
calle his own. Just one of the 
365 days going to make up the vear 
he claims, and nothing but absolute, 
actual demands made upon him by his 
employer—not his own wants 
even—can induce him to take on his 
overalls and pick up his tools of trade 
that day. 

Enthusiastic and productive of re- 
sults have been the meetings of the 
Labor Day committee. Final reports 
of special committees having to do 
with Labor Day and drawing for places 
in line of the big parade were the 
scheduled features of the évening’s 
gathering. The parade committee an- 
nounced that there would be in the line 
of march five divisions apart ftom 
that assembly of carriages in which 
will ride the orator of the day. the 
ministers who will deliver the opening 
prayer and the benediction, the gover- 
nor of the staté, the mayor of Atlanta 
and other invited guests. One of the 
divisions will be given over to the 
unionized negro workmen of the city. 


The First Divisics. 

The first division coming immedi- 
ately behind the carriages indicated is 
composed of seven features. and is 
made up almost entirely of unionized 
organizations visiting Atlanta that 
day. As Division No. 1 it will appear 
and will be shown as -the smallest of 
the divisions in the line. 

The largest division,in the line is set 
down as No. 2 and will show eighteen 
walks of working life. 

Each division will have a marshal, 
while over the long line there will be a 
chief marshal, to whom each division 
marshal shall report. 

That chief marshal was selected 
some two o. three weeks ago—Chafles 
Hirsch, connected with the Atlanta 
brewery, aod who has been chief mar. 
sha! before. 

The Wedemeyer military band will 


| take the lead of the line of march, and 
to each division in thag ijine «@ band 


will be assigned, while there will be 
two drum corps, that of the Knights 
of Khorassan and that of the Red Men, 
ready to be adjusted at any position in 
that line. 

During a meéting of the committee 
the divisions were given a regular 
formation for the line of march. The 
divisions are to be made up. of kindred 
crafts as far as possible. The direct 
location of each craft was ascertained 
by drawing from envelopes, the colony 
of carriages indicated and visiting or- 
ganizations taking no part in the Iot- 
tery. That division made up of visit- 
ing organizations will have for its 
marshal George 8.

The division following the colony of 
prominent Georgians will be register- 
ed as No. 1 and will be composed of 
visiting organizations. It will be com- 
posed of farmers, city salesmen, gran- 
ite cutters and pavers of Lithonia, of 
Conyers and of Stone Mountain, and of 
leather workers of Buford ané4 of Fair- 
burn. That section, or division, will 
be headed by a brass band and will be 
under command of Division Marshal 
George 8S. Farr. 

The Other Divisions. 

Under direct management of Divis- 
ion Marshal Charies W. Bernhardt, 
the next section, registered as Divis- 
ion No. 2, will move. In all, eighteen 
crafts will be found in that division.

REMARKABLE STONE IMAGE 
FOUND NEAR DOUGLASVILLE 


Douglasville, Ga., September 4.— 
(Special.)—-W. H. Roberts, a citizen of 
this county, while on a hunt for wild 
turkeys In what ig known as “Jack's 
Hills,” in the lower part of the county, 
found a large stone image, supposed 
to be a prehistoric god, that is creating 
a great deal of interest. 

The image has the shape of a hu- 
man being, and is 4 feet high by 2 feet 
wide, and nearly 2 feet in thickness. 
The carving on it was almost imper- 
ceptible when discovered, it being cov- 
ered in moss and when this was taken of 
it presented a hideous appearance. The 
carving is about 2 inches deep, and be- 
sides the human figure there are vari- 
ous mysterious drawings on the body 
of the image. 

The image was found in the wildest 
section imaginable—a section that is 
almost impassable on account of the 
steep precipices. A large number of 
Indian relics have been found here, and 
the section is named from an Indian 
chief. The image was found near the 
top of a cliff, which has stone steps 
dug out in the side, and is almost 4 
hundred feet high perpendicular to the 
little creek below. The steps are evi- 
dently the work of man, and many be- 
lieve because the image was found at 
the top of these steps that they led up 
to the place of worship. Many compe- 
tent people who have seen the 
image pronounce it the work of Neo- 
lithic man, and the surroundings where 
it was found go to bear this out. This

| With Killing 
Done 12 Years Ago. 


J. B. Hill, Prominent Citizen of 
Alabama, Is to .Go on Trial 
at Carnesville for a Murder — 
Committed in 1897. 


4s 


Carnesville, Ga., September 4.—(Spe- 
olal.)—One of the most important 
criminal cases, as well as the most in- 
teresting that has been tried in this 
section of Georgia for years, will be 
disposed of at the September term of 
Franklin county superior court. This 
case has attracted widespread atten- 
tion, and is the one of State v. J. Bi 
Hill, now a prominént citizen of Ala- 
bama. 

Hill and his son-in-law were im4 
plicated in the murder of Lee Crook 
of Canon, Ga., twelve years ago. Hilk 
was arrested, and had a preliminary 
trial, but his son-in-law left imme- 
diately after he shot Crook, going to 
parts unknown, and has not been ap- 
prehended. Immediately after the pre- 
liminary trial, Hill went to the Indian 
Territory, removing his family and the 
wife of Brock, his son-in-law. The 
grand jury returned a bill against Hilf 
and Brock, charging them with mur- 
der. 

Wife Marries Again. 

The whereabouts of Hill was dis¢ 

covered several months ago in Ala- 
bama, where he had assumed the name 
of Lindsey. Bfoeck has never been dis-<- 
covered, but his wife, not hearing any- 
thing from him since the killing, mar- 
ried again. Her present husband, Tur- 
ner, was @srested as being Brock, but 
succeeded in proving his identity and 
was released from the custody of the 
law. 
Hill was remanded to jail in Frank- 
‘lin county, where he employed legal 
counsel, consisting of A. G. & Jullan 
McCurry, of Hartwell, and W. R. Little, 
of Carnesville. They made applica- 
tion and secured bail for Hill in the 
sum of $800 from Judge Kimsey, 
Judge Brand being disqualified by 
reason of his position as solicitor gen- 
eral at the time the indictment was 
prosecuted. 

Hill immediately returned to his 
home in Alabama, but will be here for 
trial at the September term ‘of court. 
This case will be the leading crimina) 
case that is tried during the term.
